Bench Warrants Issued| 
but They Are Expected 
to Surrender Voluntari-

Bench warrants were issued to- 
day for the arrest of Robert L. 
Knetzer and Arthur F. Kramer on 
indictments voted yesterday charg- 
ing them with conspiracy to de- 
fraud and obtaining money by a 
confidence scheme in the sale of 


automobiles. 

State’s Attorney C. W. Burton 
of Madison county described the 
Knetzer-Kramer scheme as the 
“greatest swindle in this part of 
the country in recent years.” 

After a two-day inquiry in 
which 12 witnesses were heard, 
the grand jury indicted the auto 
dealers. The Knetzer-Kramer in- 
dictments were among 14 re- 
turned in this and other inquiries. 
All the indictments were sup- 
pressed. 

Tells of Issuing Warrants 

However, Circuit Clerk Simon 
Kellermann Jr. said, in reply to a 
question, that he had issued bench 
warrants against Knetzer and 
Kramer and that the warrants 
would be turned over to Sheriff 
Dallas Harrell for service. 

Sheriff Harrell, however, told 
the circuit clerk to hold the bench 
warrants until he returns late to- 
day from a horse sale in Salem, 
III. The sheriff, his wife, Chief 
Deputy R. L. Mesemann and Mrs. 
Wesemann, left. this morning to 


Knetzer and Kramer, both under 
$25,000 bonds, were expected to 
surrender yoluntarily tomorrow. 
Théy furnished bond after charges 
of conspiracy and of obtaining 
money by a confidence scheme 
were placed against them in war- 
rants issued Oct. 8 They were 
bound over to the grand jury on 
those charges. 

Arraignment of Knetzer and

In his statement after the vot- 
ing of true bills by the grand jury, 
Burton said: “Without revealing 
any disclosures before the Madison 
county grand jury, the Knetzer- 
Kramer automobile deal, in my 
opinion, definitely followed the 
Ponzi pattern,’ and constitutes the 
greatest swindle in this part of the 
country in recent years.“ 

Charles Ponzi, bogus financier, 
created a furore in Boston in 1920 
as a man whose magic would 
double an investment in 90 days. 
When his $15,000,000 scheme col- 
lapsed, he had liabilities of $7,- 
000,000 and assets of $4,000,000. 
Convicted and deported to Italy, 
he now is living in Brazil. He told 
an interviewer last May: “My busi- 
ness was the old game of robbing 
Peter to pay Paul. You would 
give me $100 and I would give you 
a pote to pay you $150 in three 
months. I did a lot of business by 
mail. That’s what got me in 
trouble.” 

Knetzer Ruled Bankrupt. 

In United States District Court 
in Springfield today, Judge Charles 
G. Briggle signed orders formally 
adjudicating Knetzer and the 
Knetzer Motor Sales Co. bankrupt. 
Kramer, who had been ruled bank- 
rupt on his voluntary petition in

KNETZER LISTED 
IN CHICAGO CHURCH 
AS CHILD’S FATHER 


Robert Lee Knetzer, Edwards- 
ville automobile wizard, is identi- 
fied in a Chicago church record 
as the husband of Dorothy Kelch 
Knetzer and the father of a son 
born to them, Richard Lee Knet- 
zer, it was learned today. 

Knetzer has a wife, Dolores, and 
4-year-old daughter, Kathleen, liv- 
ing in Edwardsville. He sent word 
through an attorney recently that 
he never married Dorothy. 

However, the Evangelical Lu- 
theran Church of St. Luke, 1501 
Melrose street, Chicago, two blocks 
from the former home of Dorothy 
Kelch, has a baptismal record in 
its files for 15-month-old Richard, 
born in Cheyenne, Wyo. 

The church record reads as 
follows: “This certifies the records 
of Evangelical Lutheran Church 
of St. Luke show that Richard 
Lee Knetzer, a son of Robert Lee 
Knetzer and his wife, : 
nee Kelch, born at Cheyenne, 
Wyo., on the twenty-fifth of June, 
1947, received Christian f 
Oct. 26, 1947, administe by 
Adelbert L. Kretzmann, present 
pastor of the above church.“ 

The Rev. Mr. Kretzmann told a 
reporter he recognized the mother 
as a former active member of the 
church when the Kelches lived 
at 1721 Melrose. Mr: and Mrs. 
Kelch and Dorothy moved three 
weeks ago to Park Ridge, a suburb 
of prosperous homes. 

Former neighbors on Melrose 
street said they understood Doro- 
thy’s husband was in Wyoming 
and often came to Chicago by air- 
plane, particularly for birthday 
parties. The $50,000 home in Park 
Ridge has drapes pulled tightly 
and a sheet over the window. 
Dorothy Kelch tells callers: “No 
comment.” 

She was formerly a dancer at 
the Stevens Hotel, where Knetzer 
maintained a $30-a-day suite for 
eight months in 1945.

PARIS, Oct. 21 (AP)—More 
than 170 police and soldiers were 
injured today in clashes with 
miners in France's strike-bound 
coal fields. Some Cabinet minis- 
ters were said to want martial 
law and were reported urging 
Premire Henri Queuille to call up 
reserve troops to handle the situ- 
ation, : 

Striking miners, their wives and 
friends were reported to have in- 
flicted injuries on 150 policemen 
and soldiers in a fight for the 
Ricard mine near La Grandcombe 
in south central France. Fifty of 
the police there were seriously 
hurt. 

Police had dislodged pickets 
there and had dug in at the pit- 
head. The strikers returned with 
reinforcements and set on the po- 
lice, hurling iron bolts, sticks and 
stones. The strikers captured and 
held some of their opponents 
while the rest of the police re- 
treated. 

At Bethune, in northern France, 
a mob of 5000 strikers surrounded 
a prison and forced authorities to 
release seven arrested strikers. 
Then they kidmaped the 50-year- 
old under prefect who refused to 
carry a Red flag. Police rescued 
the official from the mob by using 
tear gas. An infantry battalion 
Was sent to reinforce the police. 
Twenty police were injured, 13 of 
them seriously, and 15 strikers 
were hurt. 

The Interior Ministry charged 
that 10 French coal mines have 
been flooded and one set afire by 
the neglect of strikers. The strike 
began Oct. 4.

. Thousands of your readers labor 
under the delusion that yours is a lib-

Since hundreds of newspapers have 
been swallowed or closed or merged in 
the last decade, the ownership and 
management of newspapers is big busi- 
ness and liberalism.is out of place in 
dig business. 

Of course, Truman is no good for the

This suggests either that Fairfield is hundreds 
of miles from Nashville or that Hohit has no 
way of getting there except by going in a 
horse and buggy over mud-filled roads. The 
fact is that the two county seats are barely 50 
miles apart and can be spanned on the highway 
in less than an hour. 

Grant that the change of venue adds detail 
to the handling of this case. Grant also that 
Mr. Hohit cannot, as he says, be in two places 
at once. What case does he have in Nashville 
which is as important as this one at Fairfield? 
What dozen cases does he have which, taken 
together, are so important? 

The plain fact is that not all the other cases 
now before Mr. Hohit can compare with the 
mine disaster case. 

Is this an extravagant statement? Let us see. 

The mine indictments arose from the death 
of 111 men. Do all the fest of Mr. Hohilt’s 
pending casés involve a loss of life so tragic? 

The mine indictments charge “palpable omis- 
sion of duty.” How many of Mr. Hohit’s other 
eases charge an offense of this grave nature? 

The mine indictments make a defendant of 
a man who was appointed head of one of the 
state departments by the Governor, a man later 
removed under fire by the same Governor. 
These indictments make a defendant of another 
man who still is the assistant director of that 
department. Do the rest of Mr. Hohlt's cases 
involve defendants of such statewide concern” 

These questions answer themselves. The 
conclusion is inescapable that there has been 
no real effort to get the Medill and Weir cases 
to trial. If there has been no real effort to 
get them to trial in a period of 17.months, does 
something else not follow? Does it not follow 
that it may suit the powers that be in Illinois 
to have the case kicked along until after Nov. 2? 

Mr. Hohit is nominee for re-election on the 
same ticket as Dwight Green. We do not say 
that there is any political connection. But we 
do say that Mr. Hohit, by his failure to get 
these cases to trial, is party to a situation out 
of which questions inevitably arise. 

The owners of the mine in which the 111 
men were killed admitted their failure to en- 
foree the safety code. As long ago as July 8, 
1947, they pleaded “no contest” and paid the 
corporation's paltry fines. 

Yet an indicted official continues on Gov.

“Dear Bob” Medill and his mine boss assistant 
gambled with the lives of the men they were 
entrusted to protect. They lost the gamble and 
the men paid with their lives. Medill and 
Weir should have had their day in court long 
ago.

Fruit of Spoils Politics 
The sales tax frauds have been injected into 
the governorship race, as is quite proper.

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Way to Produce a Bright Future 

It may sound like a dreary technicality that 
England and the United States have agreed on 
standard threadings for nuts and bolts, but it 
isn't. It is part of a worldwide movement that 
has a great deal to do-with producing goods at 
prices we can afford, with making world trade 
prosperous, and with enabling our country to 
defend itself in the event of another war. 

The movement in question is for standardiza- 
tion of all sorts of articles that are mass-pro- 
duced; airplane parts, bedding, office equip- 
ment, guns and building materials, to name only 
a few. 

The absence of standardization hobbies compe- 
tition in world trade, as in the Latin American 
market, where United States manufacturers had 
trouble selling wire, cable and electric motors 
because of the influence there of British and 
German standards. 

Western European defense would be helped 


dy standardization of our armaments with those 


of our allies in Europe, and is hindered by 
want of it. The machine guns and anti-aircraft 
guns the United States produced for England 
and France in the last war were identical in de- 
sign with ours except in the thread of the 
screws. An infinitesimal difference in the angle 
of the screw threads tripled the length of time 
required fo produce these urgent weapons. 

That same difference in screw threads made 
it necessary for the allies to maintain vast extra 
depots in far-flung theaters of war, caused 
costly delays in production and repair, and 
added more than $100,000,000 to the cost of the 
war. Non-standardization of parts was one of 
the decisive reasons why the British lost the 
first battle of El Alamein and had to retreat in 
North Africa. 

Standardization is probably a dull subject, but 
it is the way to make use, really, of the genius 
for mass production which this country pre- 
eminently possesses. . 
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Aw. Pioneers! 

The frontier spirit seems to be in a worse way 
than anyone had supposed. In the days of the 
country’s youth, it led men to clear vast forests, 
cross trackless deserts, ford raging rivers. Now- 
adays, the Canadian Government tells us, when 
the spirit of the pioneer and explorer is 
awakened it only causes them to get lost. 

Canada is fed up with Americans who become 
misplaced in the north woods, and that goes 
for the police and air force, who have to look 
for them. So it has asked tourist agencies to 
stop advertising the north woods in American 
publications and thus, presumably, keep the 
spirit of the pioneer and explorer dormant. 

We can't help feeling that all this is a far 
whoop and holler from old Dan’'l Boone, who 
had his own philosophy on the subject. On one 
occasion somebody asked him whether he had 
ever been lost. No, he said thoughtfully, he 
hadn't, but once he had been bewildered for 
several days. The sight of his compatriots in

When we read of speakers in Paris re- 
ferring to atom bombs that could end civ- 
ilization, it sends a shudder down our 
backs. Armageddon seems near at hand. 
The question of relations between the 
United States and Russia reverberates in 
the acrimony of Andrei Vishinsky and the 
sober talk of Secretary Marshall. 


Such a tremendous question is it that 
everything else seems small. And looking 
for an answer, we find none. There is an 
impulse to ask “What 
is the use, in the face 
of this all-important, 
all-embracing im- 
passe, to go on seek- 
ing solutions for 
other problems that 
vex mankind?” 

In looking for the 
answer to this ques- 
tion, we find, some- 
what to our amaze- 
ment, that all is not 
lost. The United Deen Acheson 
Nations Assembly has before it two major 
issues: atomic control and action on the 
Berlin blockade. As long as the Soviet Union 
sticks to its basic dogma that it must 
spread Communism around the world, we 
see no end to conflict. It is a profoundly 
serious condition. Yet we may make a 
number of entries on the hopeful side of 
the ledger. 

The United Nations is a functioning or- 
ganization. Even though the whole world 
can see no ready answer to the East-West 
conflict, the nations are approaching it in 
the council chamber. 
shadow lies across the future, the United 
Nations plods ahead, dealing with lesser 
troubles as they occur, planning for a fu- 
ture when security has become a fact. 

As long as this deliberation prevails 
there ie hope. And it does prevail in many

places. While we await the fateful out- 
come of the Assembly’s action, 12 countries 
of the Middle East prepare to organize a 
UN regional group. With appointment of 
Field Marshal Lord Montgomery as com- 
mander, the Western European Alliance 
comes into being. 

Although the East-West issue casts an 
uneasy reflection on amity within the 47- 
nation International Bank for Reconstruc- 
tion and Development, both Hast and West 
are represented there. The UN Eiduca- 
tional, Scientific and Cultural Organization 
has carried on an international exchange 
of ideas. 

Despite all difficulties, international 
action is taking place in the world. And 


“against this background, Dean Acheson, 


the former Under Secretary of State, tells 
us confidently that “the tide has turned” 
against Russia's drive for greater world 
power, Russia was rebuffed in Iran, 
where the postwar East-West conflict first 
erupted. Russian strategy and pressures 
failed successively in Greece, Turkey, 
Trieste, Italy and France. 


As Mr. Acheson points out, Soviet power 
does not extend today anywhere beyond 
the lines which Soviet military forces held 
at the end of the war. Even inside those 
lines, rebellicn has incubated against com- 
plete Soviet domination. Yugoslavia is 
notable, but in Poland too there are signs 
of disaffection from the Cominform. 


There is the calamitous possibility that 
the Soviet Union might try to take by out- 
right force what it has been unabie to take 
by other means. But it is only a possibility, 
and against it any realistic estimate must 
‘mitigate. ‘Some day, 4 realistic estimate 
must suggest, even to the Soviet mind, that 
world Communism is a foolish dream, and 
that Soviet Russia must live in a world 
which shelters other beliefs. Toward that 
day we look with hope.

LAW ON THE FARM. by Hareid. W. Hannah (The 

MacMillan Company.) 

T remember floating down Current River 
a few summers ago with a young St. Louis 
attorney who combined ability with a sense 
of humor—and a young guide who, while 
somewhat inexperienced, we all were glad 
to give a score of one hundred for willing- 
ness. For two solid days that young guide 
lectured my legal companion on the sub- 
ject of law. This “law” had largely to do 
with such matters as the cutting of bee 
trees on other men’s land and the rights 
of livestock in “open range” counties. 
Some of our guide’s premises sounded a 
bit squirrel-y—and there was never any 
solution except to “go to law” in the many 
cases he propounded. Yet one thing be- 
came clear—that when you live on the 
land, many matters relating to jurispru- 
dence are apt to arise. 

< * — 

A farmer or farm operator, whether he 
be owner or renter, is carrying on an ex- 
tremely complicated business. This busi- 
ness can be broken down into as many 
and as varied operations as, for example, 
can any manufacturing business. All of 
these operations have certain legal aspects, 
yet few farmers can afford to carry an 
attorney on the farm staff or even retain 
one on an annual basis. 

Neat best is to have a brief, direct, mod- 
ern book on “farm law” which will at 
least tell a man where he stands in a given 
matter. This matter may relate to con- 
tracts, land ownership, personal property, 
livestock, fences, crops, labor, landlord-ten- 
ant relationships, taxes, marketing or a 
hundred other things.

THERE ARE dozens of movies I enjoy not 
seeing. Some authors, notably Taylor Caldwell, 
affect me the same way. I am so fond of not 
reading Miss Caldwell’s «novels that I buy all 
of them and prominently display them in my 
apartment. I doubt if any of Miss Caldwell’s 
fans ever enjoyed her books quite so much as 
I have enjoyed not reading them. If they weren’t 
around the apartment, I might forget not to 
read them. 

You see, enjoyment of not doing things takes 
a certain amount of effort and considerable ar- 
ranging. For instance, the best way to enjoy not 
playing tennis is to lie on a bit of greensward 
and watch a couple of other people tear around 
a tennis court. Not all negative pleasures are 
that restful. Enjoyment in not staying sober, 
for example, is a very strenuous pastime. 


* 

OF ALL THE THINGS I enjoy not doing, 
not listening to the radio is my favorite. By the 
nature of this job I have to do a great deal of 
listening, much of which is plain hard work. 
Now and then, to regain my sanity, and to re- 
capture the point of view of the ordinary lis- 
tener, I take a day off. 

Yesterday was one of those azure days which 
your true non-listener waits for in order to ex- 
tract the fullest measure of enjoyment from 
non-listening. There are several different ways 
not to listen to a radio. One of the most violent 
non-listeners I know, an eccentric fellow in lots 
of ways, carries a portable radio around with 
him all day long and never turns it on. I find 
this cumbersome. My own method is to carry 
around the raaio listings in my side pocket. Oc- 
casionally, when I find myself forgetting, I 
glance down the list to see what program I’m 
missing at that moment. 


* * 

SOME PROGRAMS are more fun not to listen 
to than others, For your non-listening pleasure 
I recommend “Stella Dallas,“ “Portia Faces 
Life” and my old friend Gabriel Heatter. I 
imagine no two persons would have the same 
Hist of favorites, but I think every one should 
have his collection of radio programs he takes 
pleasure in avoiding. 

There are dozens of nice spots in New York 
to spend your non-listening day. The Stork Club, 
the Metropolitan Museum of Art, Central Park 
Toe tried them all and found them stimulating 
in their different ways. Stay out of Third Ave- 
nue saloons because they keep the radio on all 
day long. Incidentally, if you got to the Metro- 
politan Museum, you might try not looking at 
“Death Stays the Hand of the Sculptor,” a piece 
of statuary the avoidance of which is high on 
my assortment of negative pleasures.

YESTERDAY I passed most of my non-listen- 
ing day in Central Park with nephew and niece, 
Cork and Cricket Crosby, aged 6 and 4 respec- 
tively, who are already very expert in not lis- 
tening to the radio. The kids fed a squirrel and 
I read the radio listings. Cork and Cricket, by 
the way, patronize a squirrel that is related on 
his mother’s side to the one Heywood Broun 
once flipped a nickel to and then told to go buy 
his own peanuts. 

“Did you ever listen to John J. Anthony?” I 
asked Cork. 

“What?” said Cork. | 

“Well, never mind. He's on the air right 
now, probably telling some woman to go back 
to her husband and stop playing around with 
other men.” 

What's the squirrel’s name?“ inquired Cricket. 

“Art Linkletter,” I said. Call him Artie for 
short.” 

Unexpectedly, the squirred raced away. 
Whether he was affronted by the name or had 
his fill of peanuts I cannot say.

N Kansas there'll be only one 

controversial candidate on the 

ballot Nov. His name is 
John Barleycorn. Jayhawkers 
don’t figure to give Mr. Dewey 
any trouble, but whether they will 
repeal the 68-year-old prohibitory 
amendment to their state constitu- 
tion and vote in John Barleycorn 
remains highly doubtful. 

In a 1934 referendum, he failed 
to become respectable by 89,000 
votes, but his effects are now 
available in “practically every 
town and village,” where, accord- 
ing to the First Assistant State 
Attorney General, neighborhood 
bootleggers operate quietly, effi- 
ciently and profitably. 

Will Kansas vote for demon 
rum this time? Dr. Forest L. 
Whan of Wichita University 
doesn’t think so. The professor, 
who heads an independent market 
research unit, made the last scien- 
tific poll on the matter. He says 
that Kansas will stay dry by 50,000 
votes unless the rural vote is 
unexpectedly light and the young 
urban vote particularly heavy. 
Folks who have heard all argu- 
ments wouldn’t bet a penny either 
way. 

Most of the pros and cons have 
been aired before in all but per- 
haps the other remaining legally 
bone dry states, Oklahoma and 
Mississippi. But in Kansas the 
wets are organized to fight back 
for the first time. For every 
windshield sticker recommending 
“vote nok on liquor, there is one 
countering with “vote yes for de- 
cency.” For the first time it has 
come publicly to light that even 
respectable Kansans drink. And 
when nearly 3000 of the 12,000 
members of the repealist Kansas 
Legal Contre] Council had their 
names published in full page 
newspaper advertisements, every- 
body devoured the fine print 
avidly. 

It isn’t hard to see why whisky 
can be bought in Kansas. It comes 
by plane, by camouflaged truck, 
by private car and in suitcases. 
Edward F. Arn, the first Attorney 
General in years to make an effort 
at serious enforcement of the bone 
dry law which prohibits possession 
of even an ounce of whisky for 
medicinal purposes, has said him- 
self: “There is no reason for any

of us fo attempt to be naive-—we 
all know that our prohibitory laws 
cannot be successfully enforced 
as they are written.” He has only 
three special agents to patrol 1200 
miles of “wet” border. 


A rural editor put it this way: 
“The pulled blind, the bottle under 
the table, kitchen drinking, and 
over-populated men’s rest rooms 
are the hallmarks of Kansas pro- 
hibition. A general lack of moral 
support for the liquor law exists.” 


Kansas itself winks at the man- 
ufacture of liquor. A single plant 
at Atchison last year converted 
enough grain into potable alcohol 
to distill 75,000,000 pints of liquor 
and paid the federal government 
$53,000,000 in distilled spirits ex- 
cise taxes. Tank cars from leading 
distilling firms wait on private 
railroad sidings to pick up loads 
of 190-proof alcohol. Kansas, not 
recognizing the existence of such 
products, collects no taxes on them, 
although this single plant placed 
it third in the nation in the use 
of grain for drinking alcohol. The 
wets say that with average con- 
sumption taxed at average rates 
repeal would net $10,000,000 a year. 
The money, of course, would come 
out of the public’s pocket. 

According to an editorial in the 
Daily Kansan, campus newspaper 
at the University of Kansas, “ped- 
dling hootch has replaced selling 
magazines as the favorite way to 
work your way through college in 
Kansas.” Tongue in cheek, it 
said that “all you need to start is 
a suitcase, a bus ticket to Kansas 
City, and credit with a liquor 
dealer. From that modest begin- 
ning you can develop into a 
healthy, influential and respected 


And so the campaign that 
makes non-Kansans think they 
are walking into the national elec- 
tion of 15 years ago is generating 
some weighty issues.

On the 30 score, South’s two no- 
trump bid was particularly invit- 
ing, and it would have turned out 
well enough except for the above- 


mentioned slip in the play. A 
three-heart contract, however, 
would have been safer as the 
cards lay. 

Defending against two no-trump, 
West opened his fourth highest 
club, and East put in the jack in 
an effort to maintain communica- 
tion with his partner, in case 
West had led fram the queen and 
declarer had three to the king. 
South won with the club king and 
cashed four diamonds, ending in 
dummy, while West discarded one 
club and one heart. South now 
took the heart finesse. West won 
and, having observed his partner's 
failure to let go any clubs, shifted 
back to that suit. East's ace 
dropped South’s club queen, but 
of course the club suit was blocked 
by East’s ten and dummy’s nine. 

East cashed the club ten and 
South discarded the nine of 
spades. East then shifted to a 
low spade—and South was put to 
the guess. Should he let the lead 
ride to dummy’s jack, playing Hast 
for the queen, or should be put 
up his own spade king, playing 
East for the ace? Actually, South 
guessed wrong, and West got in 
with the spade queen to cash his 
good club. A spade return to the 
ace then defeated the contract. 

South’s “guess” in the spade 
suit was a very bad play. He 
should have realized that his only 
chance was to keep West off the 
lead and thus prevent him from 
cashing a club trick; and obvious- 
ly, if West had the spade ace, this 
could not be done. Moreover, if 
West had had the sure entry of 
the spade ace, he scarcely would 
have discarded a club!
